In  1954,  a  very  large  and,  in  the  majority,  scared  group  of  Freshmen  poured  through  the  doors 
of  Swain  High.  Brought  together  for  the  first  time,  the  group  began  to  get  acquainted  and  to  decide 
that  they  were  from  Swain  High  instead  of  Whittier,  Lavada,  Alarka,  or  Bryson  City  Elementary 
Schools.  The  novelty  of  being  in  high  school  soon  wore  off,  however,  and  everybody  settled  down 
to  work  and  play  in  the  best  traditions  of  the  school.  This  Freshman  Class  won  in  the  Field  Day 
athletic  events,  but  fell  behind  in  the  scholastic  events  to  win  by  a  bare  six  points. 

In  their  Sophomore  year,  this  class  had  had  many  members  to  drop  by  the  wayside,  but  still  was 
of  quite  substantial  size.
